How it Works 
KHIE supports bidirectional data exchange to submit immunization data and  
receive immunization forecasts and histories from the Kentucky Immunization 
Registry (KYIR).  To receive immunization data from KYIR, providers must be 
connected to KHIE via a web service connection.  Alternatively, providers wanting 
to view and print patient immunization history can request access to the KYIR 
portal.  
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
